of an earthquake

Missouri is among the 39 
states where at least 70 million 
residents 
live in regions of 
m ajor and m oderate earthquake 
risk s, 
cautions 
Dr. 
Thiel. 
Although California, a western 
state, suffers a larger number of 
earthquakes, he explains, it m ay 
not sustain as much loss as 


Missouri where an infrequent 
and unexpected quake may be 
devastating. 
While 
the 
U.S. 
Geological 
Survey (USGS) of the Depar­ 
tment of Interior homes in on the 
physics of earthquake origins 
and 
ex ten siv ely

better predictions, the National 
Academy of Sciences devotes 
itself to studying public opinion 
on the m atter. The Academ y’s

WASHINGTON - Our stories 
were denied 
and denounced 
when we warned in early 1974 
that a darkly brooding Richard 
Nixon might attem pt something 
desperate. 
We wrote of his agony over 
W atergate, of his drinking bouts 
at Camp David, of his suicidal 
recklessness in Egypt, of a 
chilling rem ark about his power 
to plunge the world into a 
nuclear 
holocaust, 
of 
H R . 
H aldem an's 
backroom 
talk 
about 
"one-man 
rule" 
and 
Nixon’s 
"right ’ 
to run the 
country. 
By the sum m er of 1974, we 
reported that Nixon's behavior 
so alarm ed Pentagon leaders* 
that 
then-Defense 
Secretary 
Jam es Schlesinger took quiet 
precautions to prevent the White 
House from bypassing the chain 
of 
com m and 
and 
issuing 
unauthorized orders to the a r­ 
med forces 
The public found these stories 
about their President a little 
hard to swallow But now this 
most secretive of all presidents 
has been dragged out of the 
shadows and the real Richard 
Nixon stands exposed in the 
sun's harsh glare 
It took those indefatigable 
Washington Poet reporters, Bob 
Woodward and Carl Bernstein, a 
solid year to illuminate the 
hidden Nixon They interviewed 
394 people, some as many as 17 
tim es 
Their new book, "The Final 
D ays," should be read soberly 
by the American people as a 
warning that they must choose 
their president# carefully The 
book also gives substance to the 
stories we tried to tell while 
Nixon was still in office, stories 
so incredible that few people 
believed us. 
We learned from his intim ates 
that Nixon had a dual per 
sonality - the shy friend and 
ru th le ss 
politician. 
We 
described him on Aug. 5,1973, as 
"a deeply private person, a 
warm, shy, sensitive man who 
sometimes woke up wondering 


whether he was President 
T 
would have a feeling,' he told a 
friend, that I had something to 
tell the President. Then I would 
suddenly shake myself awake 
and realize I am the Presidert. ’’ 
We 
told how he had ac­ 
cumulated “psychological scar 
tissue as he drove himself into 
one 
bruising 
b attle 
after 
another, slashing his way to the 
top, suffering inwardly from the 
political shellfire ... this lonely, 
suspicious President who fought 
so hard for public approval and 
was rebuffed so often. ’’ 
For the private Nixon, the 
W atergate crisis was a lonely 
struggle We wrote on Jan 31, 
1974. that "he is showing signs of 
strain. He is also drinking more 
m artinis Sometimes his friend, 
Bebe Rebozo, mixes a sm all 
pitcherful before they sit down 
to g eth er 
for 
an 
evening’s 
relaxation 
"The President’s favorite is 
what he calls an ‘in and out' 
m artini 
He pours vermouth 
over the rocks, swishes it around 
and dumps it out Then he adds 
the gin." 
We 
w rote 
hbout 
his 
"restlessness at night" and his 
long sojourns with Rebozo at 
Camp David in the Maryland 
mountains On April 11,1974, we 
reported that Nixon sometimes 
eru p ted 
"w ith 
ra g e 
and 
profanity. But mast of the time, 
he has bottled up his feelings 
and has gone off to agonize 
alone." 
We told of one subordinate 
who "w as awakened early in the 
morning by a telephone call 
from the President. Although 
Nixon was coherent, it was 
obvious he had been drinking " 
Then he would em erge from 
his 
introspection 
and would 
appear quite normal. But he 
sometimes lapsed into ominous 
reflections The secret minutes 
of a March 8, 1974, strategy 
session, for example, quote him 
as blurting out: 
“ I could push this button right 
here and in 20 minutes. 70 
million Russians would be dead 
And 25 minutes later, 70 million

Then he added, almost as an

(A P) — In a flurry of activity 
ending the legislative week, the 
Missouri House has sent to the 
Senate 14 more bills. 
With less than a month left in 
the current session, the House 
extended 
its 
working hours 
Thursday as members claimed 
if immediate action was not 
taken on several pending bills 
they would have little or no 
chance of getting to the gover­ 
nor’s desk 
Among the major measures 
gaining final House approval 
• were: 
—A four-bill package dealing 
with the problem of soaring 
medical malpractice insurance 
rates 
—A 
mandatory 
statewide 
property reassessment by the 
end of 1979 that includes in­ 
creased policing powers for the 
state Tax Commission. 
—A plan providing for coun­ 
ties 
to 
declare 
flood-prone 
areas as such so residents can 
qualify for low cost federal 
flood insurance. 
. —A 7 per cent pay boost plus 
some benefit increases for St. 
Louis policemen 
—An expansion of power for 
the Missouri Housing Develop­ 
ment Commission 
The House, however, rejected 
measures 
that 
would 
have 
lengthened tavern hours in the 
urban areas and allowed liquor 
sales during special elections 
and would have eliminated the 
appeal process for collecting 
unemployment 
compensation 
for workers locked out of their 
job6 because of a third-party 
labor dispute 
The medical malpractice leg­ 
islation is intended to com­ 
plement a three-bill package 
that has already cleared the 
Senate and is awaiting House 
consideration. 
The bills would give the state 
director of insurance authority 
to require all casualty insur­ 
ance companies to provide mal­ 
practice insurance if the firms 
now providing it voluntarily 
stop, allow admssion as evi­ 
dence in malpractice cases in­ 
formation concerning benefits a 
claimant has received from 
personal insurance coverage, 
require insurance companies to 
provide specific information on 
their malpractices policies and 
prohibit the inclusion on mal­ 
practice suits of a request for 
any specific dollar amount in 
damages. 
A fifth bill, still to be consid­ 
ered in the House, would limit 
the fees an attorney, could col­

The Senate measures would

screening panel, limit the time 
a suit can be filed if it involves 
a minor and increase the polic­ 
ing authority of the state Board 
for Registration of the Healing

The property reassessment 
bill was prompted by growing 
concern of the inequity of as­ 
sessments between counties in 
the state A study by the state 
auditor showed that no counties 
had property assessed at the 
required level of 33 1-3 per cent 
of its actual value The study 
showed assessments ranging 
from about 7 per cent tc about 


26 per cent. The assessment is 
the value given land for tax 
purposes. 
Once assessments in all coun­ 
ties are brought up to the re­ 
quired level, the state Tax 
Commission would have author­ 
ity to require that the assess­ 
ments be maintained at the 
proper level. 
Inequity of assessments be­ 
tween counties becomes a ma­ 
jor factor in the distribution of 
state aid to public schools since 
the formula is based on all as­ 
sessments being equal. 
The so-called flood-plain zon­ 
ing bill, sponsored by Rep. Joe 
Holt, D“Fulton, would allow 
county governing bodies to des­ 
ignate flood prone areas as sub­ 
ject to development restrictions 
but those restrictions would not 
be enforced unless a majority 
of 
the landowners 
involved 
agreed 
Unless such action is taken, 
owners of flood prone land can­ 
not 
obtain 
flood 
insurance, 
which is required if they want 
to obtain loans Failure to qual­ 
ify for the insurance, Holt said, 
“ is going to depress the value 
of land in flood prone areas." 
The pay hike for St Louis po­ 
licemen would go into effect in 
May 1977, and it is coupled with 
a 200-man reduction in the 
city’s police force. The bill also 


includes 
increased 
vacation 
benefits and additional pay for 
officers working the evening 
shift. 
St. Louis Mayor John Poelker 
had originally opposed the 7 
per cent boost, primarily be­ 
cause of the cost and because it 
would have gone into effect in 
September 
But House mem­ 
bers said the mayor has since 
changed his mind because the 
effective date has been de­ 
layed. 
The bill increasing the au­ 
thority of the Housing Develop­ 
ment Commission would allow 
the body to issue bonds for re­ 
habilitation of existing housing. 
Currently, bond revenues can 
only be used for new homes 
The bill would also allow sale 
of taxable bonds making them 
eligible for federal guarantees,

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Pork prices dip but prices 
on coffee, butter skyrocket 


Associated Press Writer 
Supermarket shoppers who 
had been enjoying lower prices 
in the first part of 1976 found 
during March that the savings 
were too good to last, an Asso­ 
ciated Press marketbasket sur­ 
vey shows. 
Increases for a wide range of 
items boosted the family gro­ 
cery bill last month, although 
prices generally were lower 
than they were at the start of 
the year. 
The AP drew up a random 
list of IS commonly purchased 
food and nonfood items, check­ 
ed the price in one super­ 
market in each of 13 cities on 
March 1, 1973, and has rech­ 
ecked on or about the start of 
each succeeding month. 
The latest survey showed a 
few 
price 
decreases during 
March — pork chops declined 
in eight cities, for example, and 
eggs in 10. But increases for 
butter, all-beef frankfurters and 
coffee offset the savings. 
The marketbasket total at the 
checklist store was up during 
March in eight of the cities sur­ 
veyed, increasing an average of 
2.8 per cent. The total was 
down at the checklist store in 
four cities, decreasing an aver­ 
age 3.2 per cent, and was un­ 
changed at the survey store in 


the 13th city, Miami. On an 
overall 
basis, 
the 
market­ 
basket total at the start of 
April was a little less than 1 
per cent higher than it was a 
month earlier. 
During February, in contrast, 
the marketbasket total declined 
at the checklist store in 12 
cities for an over-all monthly 
drop of 2.4 per cent. 
A comparison of prices now 
and at the start of the year 
showed encouraging news. The 
marketbasket total was down 
at the checklist store in 12 
cities, with an average drop of 
about 3 per cent. The only in­ 
crease was at the checklist 
store in Dallas, where the mar­ 
ketbasket total went up a little 
less than 1 per cent. 
The March increases did not 
follow a consistent pattern in 
most cases. Items that were upi 
in one city went down in anoth­ 
er, reflecting local sales and 
specials rather than a general 
price trend. 
Government 
officials 
have 
predicted that food prices will 
rise about 1 per cent during 
each of the first two quarters of 
this year, a smaller increase 
than in 1975. They are reluctant 
to forecast what will happen 
during the rest of 1976 since a 
lot depends on the size of sum­ 


mer harvests. 
The lower pork prices in the 
latest AP survey reflect lower 
prices at the farm level. One 
reason is that the hog supply 
increased as the cost of feed 
grain came down. Increased 
cattle supplies also meant low­ 
er beef prices — particularly in 
the first two months of the year 
— and competition helped drive 
down pork prices as well. 
The cities checked were: Al­ 
buquerque, N.M., Atlanta, Bos­ 
ton, Chicago, Dallas, Detroit, 
Los Angeles, Miami, New York, 
Philadelphia, Providence, R.I., 
Salt Lake City and Seattle.

Capitol seems to agree that 
changes in Missouri's cam­ 
paign finance law are badly 
needed. 
Unfortunately, haggling bet­ 
ween House and Senate mem­ 
bers may mean that none of 
the changes will be made 
during this session of the 
General Assembly. 
The law was passed by 
voters 
in 
1974 
afttr 
the 
General Assembly failed to 
enact a bill designed to “clean 
up" election campaigns by 
requiring candidates to reveal 
financial information about 
their 
campaigns 
and 
the 
sources of their income. 
As the product of a petition 
drive, the campaign law could 
not be amended before enact­ 
ment. When it was approved 
by voters by more than a 3-1 
margin, the law was im­ 
perfect. 
Lawyers, doctors and other 
professionals claimed that it 
forced 
them 
to 
violate 
professional ethics by naming 
their clients. 
Politicians said the law 
discouraged 
interested 
citizens from seeking office 
because they had to deal with 
so many complex campaign 
reporting forms. 
Even the Missourians for 
Honest Elections, the group 
which led the petition drive to 
enact the law, said the law 
went too far in requiring 
minor candidates to file in­ 
come and campaign reports. 
This year, a half-dozen bills 
were 
introduced 
in

General Assembly to solve 
some of the problems created 
by the campaign law. Only one 
bill still has a chance of 
passage. 
The House has refused to 
consider a bill which would 
exempt candidates for minor

The sponsor of that tall, 
Rep. Vic Downing, D-Bragg 
City, says he may try to sub­ 
stitute his bill for one passed 
by the Senate. 
The Senate bill, sponsored 


by Sen. Albert Spradling Jr., 
D-Cape 
Girardeau, 
would 
scrap most of the campaign 
law's detailed requirements 
for disclosure of candidates' 
income sources and campaign 
contributions. 
Downing is the chairman of 
the House Elections Com­ 
mittee, which is expected to 
consider the Senate bill. 
If the House committee ac­ 
cepts Downing’s substitute bill 
and the House passes it, the 
fate of the campaign law will 
be decided in a House-Senate 
conference committee late in 
the session. 
Downing and 
Spradling probably would be 
members of that committee. 
The conference committee 
would have to resolve before 
the April 30 adjournment the 
dispute over just what can­ 
didates should have to report. 
Downing says his bill would 
just change the campaign law 
“to do what the people thought 
it would do."

The Missourians for Honest 
Elections recently lost two 
court appeals to exempt can­ 
didates who spend less than

Sen. Spradling is an at­ 
torney and a long-time op­ 
ponent of the campaign law. 
He says the law has forced 
him to end his 24-year career 
in the Senate. Although he has 
served in that body longer 
than any other member, he 
says he will not seek re- 
election even if his bill is 
passed because he does not 
want to sponsor a bill for his 
own benefit. 
Spradling wants more ex­ 
tensive changes in the cam­ 
paign law than the House bill 
would privide. His bill would 
eliminate 
a 
controversial 
requirement that candidates 
disclose not only their own in­ 
come, but also that of their 
spouses and minor children. 
As amended and passed by 
the Senate, Spradling’s bill 
would require candidates to 
name only the persons who 
paid them more than $6,000 
during the year before an elec­ 
tion.

per cent interest.

A Kansas City Circuit Court 
judge recently struck down 
the disclosure requirements of 
the law. By setting one stan­ 
dard for lawyers working for 
themselves and another for 
lawyers working for law fir­ 
ms, the campaign law was 
discriminatory, Judge Paul 
Vardeman said. 
V ardem an 
re j e c t e d , 
however, the contention that 
merely disclosing the names 
of a lawyers’ clients is a 
violation of legal ethics. 
The 
Missouri 
Elections 
Commission, which enforces 
the campaign law, plans to ap­ 
peal the decision to the state 
Supreme 
Court. 
The 
American 
Civil 
Liberties 
Union may file a separate ap­ 
peal on the legal ethics issue. 
Three 
other court suits 
challenging the law are still 
awaiting action. 
If the House and Senate 
agree on changes in the cam­ 
paign law, a provision to 
exempt 
minor 
candidates 
from the reporting provisions 
will almost certainly be in­ 
cluded in a compromise bill. 
But if Downing's committee 
or the full House fails to pass 
Spradling’s bill, or if the con­ 
ference 
committee 
cannot 
agree on its final form, the 
courts may remain the only 
arena where the complex law 
may be changed before this 
year’s elections.

Recently there has been quite 
a controversy among my 
friends about yogurt. They 
know how fond I am of it and 
that I eat it daily. Several 
mentioned it causes cataracts. 
They stated it had something 
to do with the preparation. I 
hope we don’t have to worry 
about that too 
DEAR REA D ER - There 
is some exp e r im e n ta l 
evidence that rats on a yogurt 
diet develop cataracts. The 
rats studied, however, ate es­ 
sentially nothing but yogurt 
and I presume that your diet 
does include other things 
The theory advanced was 
that the double sugar, lactose, 
found in milk and milk 
products was responsible for 
the development of cataracts 
in rats. 
The scientists reporting the 
study stated that they thought 
commercial yogurt was more 
likely to do that than natural 
or homemade yogurt. They 
pointed out that commercial 
yogurt is made by adding dry 
milk powder to the yogurt to 
thicken it 
This “ enriched” 
yogurt preparation then con­ 
tains far more lactose than or- 
d in a ry milk and milk 
products. 
There is no evidence that 
human beings eating even a 
large amount of yogurt 
develop cataracts on that ba­ 
sis. It is a very, very big jump 
from rats on a strictly yogurt 
diet to human beings eating 
yogurt as part of their diet In 
view of the meager evidence 
available I am content to tell 
you that you need not worry 
about the problem of cataracts 
from this source.

of interpreting thousands of 
electrocardiograms in normal 
people I think this is one of the 
most unreliable diagnostic 
terms used in electrocar­ 
diography I have seen many, 
many young, healthy people 
with such e l e c t r o c a r ­ 
diograms. 
Even in skilled hands about 
15 per cent of electrocar­ 
diograms diagnosed as left 
ventricular hypertrophy are 
in people who have no heart 
enlargement at all 
The most common error is 
made in reading the elec­ 
trocardiogram of a young, 
healthy, vigorous individual 
If you happen to be fairly 
slender, muscular and young 
and active you could have 
such a diagnosis without hav­

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
nation’s 
unemployment 
rate 
may improve at a slower pace 
in the coming months following 
a rapid decline since October, 
government economists say. 
Their forecast will be meas­ 
ured against today’s Labor De­ 
partment report on the job pic­ 
ture in March. 
Unemployment declined 
in 
February for the fourth month 
in a row and was 7.6 per cent 
of the labor force That’s about 
seven million unemployed, 1 
per cent below the October job­ 
less rate. 
But Julius Shiskin, commis­ 
sioner of labor statistics, said 
earlier he wouldn’t be surprised 
to see the jobless rate edge up 


in March. He added that he 
wouldn’t be alarmed unless it 
was a big increase. 
Shiskin said the normal de­ 
cline in unemployment during 
the first year after a recession 
is about 1.5 per cent. By Febru­ 
ary, it had already fallen by 
more than 1 per cent, and he 
predicted a drop of another 
one-half to three-quarters of a 
point during the rest of the 
year. 
Other economists, including 
Sidney 
L. 
Jones, 
assistant 
Treasury secretary for econom­ 
ic affairs, say statistics can 
move rapidly for a period of 
time, then reach a plateau and 
“hang up for a while.’’ 
The inflation rate also has 


dropped 
sharply 
in

months, but White House offi­ 
cials have cautioned that such 
a pace was not likely to be sus­ 
tained through the year. 
Wholesale prices, which fore­ 
shadow price trends at the re­ 
tail level, rose two-tenths of 1 
per cent in March after declin­ 
ing in January and February. 
The increase was still below 
what 
the administration re­ 
gards as the underlying in­ 
flation rate of about 6 per cent. 
The White House said follow­ 
ing Thursday’s report from the 
Labor Department on wholesale 
prices that the March shift was

Is it art? Raven and others 
say it can be. but to “the estab­ 
lishment,” he says, tattoos are 
"trashy" and a product of the 
counter culture 
This very element, he says, 
brings him many customers. 
"There are 
lots of closet 
cases in the tattoo business,” 
says 
Raven. 
"Many 
people 
want a tattoo, but they don’t 
want it so visible that it'll ruin 
their chances of joining the 
country club or becoming an 
executive.” 
Tattoos can be an expression 
of surpressed rebellion against 
the establishment, he said, and 
can carry a sensual undertone 
that many find exciting 
"More and more women are 
getting tattoos,” he said.
